of the electric railway would b* more 
than worth the cost of the right ol 
way. Mr. Hall also stated that it was 
planned to take over the logging road 
of the Hopkins Cumber Company 
now running from Dttr Park to Mel¬ 
bourne as the connecting link with 
the Cast Coast 

Chairman Lesley »•! the Board 
called ihe attention of Mr llstl to 
the fact that in many parts of the 
county the right of way of the public 
highway it only thirty f*et and in 
other* the County has no title to the 
right of way 1- K Farmer, super¬ 
intendent of road construction for the 
e mnty. declared that a roadway forty 
feet wide was only barely sufficient 
to secure the dirt nvtrssary to build 
the road and that the right o| way if 
given the railroad company would be 
nothing more than a ditch. 

With this explanation the request 
o| the intcrnrbaii company was re¬ 
fused. hut it was th« consensus of 
opinion of the Board that the coni 
pany would have no trouble m aeeur- 
mg right of wav from property own¬ 
ers along the roada with little «*r no 
cost, because of the fact that they 
would immrdiatcly see the benefits to 
acctuc from the building of the road.

William 1*‘. Cocke. State Highway 
Engineer, has been invited by the 
ib’ard of County Commissioner* to 
help solve the difficulty which h*s 
arisen in Special Road and Bridge 
District No. t, including St. Cloud | 
.and the territory between that city 
and the Brevard County line. 

The invitation extended to Mr. 
Cocke was given as a result of the 
request of a committee of St. Cloud 
citizens, who believe that be can offer 
suggestions which will enable them 
tc build the road through that divtrict 
and connecting wjth the Brevard 
County road to Melbourne, which 
has been designated aa the St. Cloud- 
Melbourne connecting link between 
the cast and west branches of the 
Dixie Highway in thi* State, without 
increasing the present bond issue of 
$150,000. 

VNlien the district was created a 
bond issue of $150,000 was voted for 
the purpose of building a sand- 
asphalt road from the canal on the 
road between Kissimmee and SL 
Cloud to the county line, together 
with a spur to NarcoossV This 
comprises tonte thirty-eight miles ol 
road. NVbcn the specifications were 
prepared and hnlt requested it was 
for nJ that the bidders asked from 
$75,000 to $100,000 more for the work 
than the amount of the bond*.

PAPAIN INDUSTRY URGED. 

Philippines Spurred no Develop lr 
dustry Likely to Be Profitable. 

The State Departmenr has t*cn in- 
informed that efforts are being made 
in the Philippine Islands to induce 
the Bureau of Education, or some 
other branch of the Government, to 
take up the project of working out a 
system by which papain shall be pro¬ 
duced in commercial quantities, col¬ 
lected and prepared for export 
through some central point. 

Papain is th« proteid compound re¬ 
sembling the trypsin of the pancre¬ 
atic juice that it contained fh the 
milk of the pawpaw fruit.

Mr. Uectham Wilson, an analytical 
I chemist of Dorking, England, has 
started a now chemical industry to 
take trade from tbe Germans. 

The drug atropine, obtained from 
be'ladonna (tbe deadly night shade), 
is nos exceedingly scarce. Before 
tbe war it was $500 an ounce. It is 
now quoted at $16.00, and only urn*- 
eighth ounce supplies can be ordered. 
The cultivation of belladonna has 
been practically a German monopoly. 
Nearly all of it came from Wurtem- 
berg, whence one grower alone ex-, 
ported 30.000 pounds to England every 
year. 

Directly the *ar began Mr. Wilson 
made experiments plantings and sow¬ 
ings of locally obtained wild roots 
and their seeds. He ha* now over 
3,000 belladonna plants in three sepa¬ 
rate plots. They arc extremely slow 
tirowing, and those in the ground 
since September. 1914, are only a few 
inches high The plants become com¬ 
mercially profitable in four years, 
when they can be cut tyrice in a g<»od 
season. 

British belladonna yields more atro¬ 
pine than the German. When the 
crops are established there is !itlle 
bard labor, and belladonna growing, 
says Mr- Wilson, would be In ideal 
“old man's occupation.* 

Tlic soil some place* round St. 
Cloud would be eminently suitable 
for the culture of this plant, which 
is certainly a profitable industry. 


When A. K Chapman, an In/cntor, 
• •fitted bis first patent fly-trap for 
sale in Redlands, California, he didn t 
have (He least idea that he was taking 
the first step in creating a new city 
1 flice, the only one of the kind in the 
entire country, says the July Popular 
Science Monthl). 

Wit!: the invention of his new 
death-trap for flies came the new of¬ 
ficial position of city fly-catcher 
Chapman, the inventor, was appointed 
at s salary of $10 a week, the office

'year. Chapman began work by plie- 
ing scores of traps at street inttfrSfri- 
won*, around restaurants and in the 
near of livery stables. 

The bait placed in the traps was 
Iresh canned fruit, syrup, sugared 
water. sprinkled with cinnamon, 
watermelon, or fresh meats. The flies 
crowded into the cages—and to tbe*r 
deaths.

Taking an average of 
to.ooo to the gallon, between U,»uo.- 
000 and 14.700.000 were coaxed to 
their deaths in a year

SHOULD NOT BE MIXED 

All varieties ol sweet potatoes do 
not mature at llic w time. Farm- 
trt who have not had enough vinca 
to plant their crop have Itecn in the 
habit ol obtaining additional nnca 
from their neighbors, frequently 
they mi* varieties anil at a reault the 
potatoes do not mature at the tame 
time. 

Some will nut he mature at digging 
time and as a reattlt they will apod 
in slot age. C K. McO'tarrle, State 
agent of the University ol Florida 
I'a tension Division, reminds (artners 
that there is a great loss In storage 
every year Irom Immature potatoes, 
furthermore, the potatoes cannot be 
standardised as long as varieties are 
miard. If vines must he obtained 
Itotn dillerent sources, they should 
all he of the tame variety.

waits until the disease appears he 
will have cnnalderahlc trouble and 
probably will lose a number ol chicks 
As soon as the chicks are strong and 
active, epaom salts should be given 
in the lead or water. A half pound ol 
rpsom salt* cat be added either to 
enough wet ntaslt feed for fifty chirks 
and fed three tunes a day or to three 
gallons of water which can he kept 
tulore the birds constantly Enough 
permanganate of potash should Ire 
added In the water to color it. The 
chicks seem to prefer colored water 
to Irwsh. It ts probable that the 
salts will he more effective it given 
in the feed. 

Local treatment should he applied 
as Boon as tlte disease appears. W 
I Floyd of the University of Elorida 
t .dirge of Agriculture has found the 
following prescription effective: I ard. 
i ounces, powdered copper sulphate, 
t mince; table salt, t ounce; crude 
earh.dte sold a few drops. This 
remedy is severe, hut effective. None 
ol the mixture should be allowed to 
get into the chick's eyes 

If the heads arc aorr and badly 
swollen it is advisable to wash them 
in ' arm warer containing a little 
crude carbolic acid before- llic c.int- 
incut la applied. In severe cases the 
chick should he destroyed.

Crops on such land 
will not be damaged U the water is 
removed immediately, but it the 
ditches heemne cl-agcd with weeds 
M.id »i»»j*i chat the .varer —tatvlc 
they may be ruined or damaged seri¬ 
ously Farmers usually forget about 
tin- ditches alter the crop is laid by. 
That is when weeds and grass ;Jt«w 
fastest. Ditches will become clogged 
in a short tune. 

A. f*. Spencer, district a"cnt for the 
University of Florida Extension Di¬ 
vision. recommends that the ditches 
he cultivated as long as possible. This 
will keep them open, so that the 
water will be removed immediately. 
In ease of hvuvy rail.* It will he ad¬ 
visable t» watch flat woods land 
closely. Com will show the effects 
of water-logged land in about two 
lays. Other crops arc also sensitive 
to an excess. If the water docs not 
.train away immediately, the ditches J 
should be examined.

C. K. McQuarric, State agent for 
tlte University of Florida Extension 
Division, urges farmers to select their 
seed corn from their own fields. It 
they have not a good variety they 
should at least obtain seed in the 
neighborhood. Seed should be se¬ 
lected in the field by alt mentis. With¬ 
out seed selection tlte strain will de¬ 
teriorate. Improvement cannot be 
had by crib selection. The number of 
cars on the stalk, the site of rars, 
quality and yield can be improved tn 
a few years by systematic field 
selection.

PLANT COWPEAS IN 

JULY FOR HAY 


SWEET POTATOES SHOULD 

BE STAPLE CROP 

If Ihcte is a strip of land that has 
escaped a crop up to date, plant sweet 
potatoes. Sweet potatoes have been 
delayed this year on account of the 
spring drouth, Some farmers failed 
to obtain draws and vines and others 
became discouraged and planted their 
land to some other crop. As a result 
it is probable that there will be s 
good demand (or sweet potatoes this 
full. 

There it usuaffy a good market for 
sweet potatoes. They are a staple 
crop and those which are not con¬ 
sumed for human food can he fed to 
pigs. According to C. K. McQusr- 
rie, farmers have not found sweet 
potatoes profitable hog feed at thirty- 
five cents, at a rule, but that depends 
on the price of other feeds. How¬ 
ever, if tile market price of potatoes 
drops below thirty-five cents the 
pigs afford a profitable market. 

Tlte Wkst Indian yam and the other 
coarse fleshed varieties will be found 
best lor stock food if the potatoes 
arc tu he grown primarily for ani¬ 
mals. 


HUME CROWN SEED 

CORN IS THE BEST 


l be best seed corn for a given 
community it produced in that com¬ 
munity. It hat become adapted to 
the toll and climatic conditions and 
will make better yields than teed 
brought from s distance. Corn Is a 
plant vf extremely domestic habits 
and it requires several year* fur it t > 
become acclimated 

Farmers should not he misled by 
stories ol large yields from other 
States. It will be well to try new 
varieties on a test plot, but it i, not 
advisable to depend on new teed for 
the entire crop It may be that the 
new vatiety will be better than the 
old after it has hern grown tn that 
paitiuuiai community several genets-

The greatest trouble with cowpca 
hay is curing. This it •specially 
true in i'lorida during the rainy sea¬ 
son, and it is during the rainy season 
that the Florida farmer wants to 
raise cowpeas. But if they are sown 
during July they will mature in the 
fall when there It not tu much dan¬ 
ger from rain, because the rainy sea¬ 
son will have pacsed. 

Joint M. Scott, animal industrialist 
to the University of Florida Experi¬ 
ment Station, recommends that cow- 
peas be planted in rows from Jq to jo 
inches apart. This will require about 
hall a bushel ol seed to the acre. One 
or two cultivations should be given. 
Among the best varieties arc brabham 
and iron. 

The peas will not only lurttish bay, 
but they will pr-tect and enrich thn 
land during summer. 


ONLY INERTIA PREVENTS.

FOREIGN TRADE 

RECORD SMASHED 

Export* for the Fiscal Year Totalled 
84.SJS.ooo.ooo. 

The country t foreign trade during 
the fiscal year ending with last month 
reached a total of $0 515.000,coo. ex¬ 
ceeding by many million* all previout 
record*, according to preliminary fig¬ 
ure* announced by the Treasury De¬ 
partment at W^thington. D. C. Ex¬ 
port* were vxltied at 84.345.0 00 . 000 
and import* at $J. 180,000,000. The 
figure* arc based on complete returns 
for the first eleven months of the 
year and estimate* for June. 

The war munition* trade wa* the 
predominating factor in establishing 
the new export record*. The steel 
exports jumped front $jj 6,000,000 in 
the previous fiscal year to J6i8.ooo.ooo 
and explosives from 541,000,000 to 
£473,000,000. In 1914 the explosives 
exports amounted to only $6,000,000. 

Raw eotu.it exported during the 
fiscal year was valued at $370,000,000. 
compared to $.t76.«®,“» < h « y c » r 
previous.

THE HIGHWAY STATES | 

In Hoad Construction, Ament Sec¬ 
retary Gilbreath. 

No State of 1 lie eight traversed Jay 
the Pixie llghwuy has made g-eatcr 
progress In construction of this 
North s«nd Smith thoroughfare and 
feeder roads than the State of Flor¬ 
ida, according to \Vi S. Gilbreath, 
field secretary of the Dixie Highway 
Association, who has just completed 
a tour o* the Slate. When it i* taken 
into consideration that the good road* 
revival throughout the State grew 
out of the competition for the routing 
of the Dixie Highway in the early 
part of 1915 what has been accom¬ 
plished is little short of miraculous 
I bis desire to build the Dixie High¬ 
way has not been confined to the re¬ 
sort , or highly developed counties, 
hut exists in practically every county, 
no matter how thinly popolutcil* it 
may he or what its resources art 
Within less than a year $8,000,000 has 
been voted in bonds, and $4.ooo.no«> 
more to be voted upon within the 
next ninety days. Of this amount 
$5,1»>.000 lias hren voted in counties 
traversed by the highway, with 

$3,400,000 to be voted on. 


MANY REGIMENTS OF 

WORKERS INJURED 

Sixty-one regiments of workers 
were wounded in the industries of 
1‘cnnsylvania dining the first five 
months i*l lyfA, More men than 
would complete one-half the enroll¬ 
ment of a war strength regiment were 
killed during the same period. 

That declaration was made by Com 
missionsr John Frier Jackson of the 
Department of l.ahor and industry 
• •l Pennsylvania, who presented data 
compiled by the bureau of statistics 
and information of the Department 
of l.ahor, imlicaing that 954 workers 
had been killed in Pennsylvania in¬ 
dustries between January 1 and June t, 
191b, and 100.487 others injured. The 
( •tal of killed and wounded rraches 
10T.441. 

"Counting approximately 1,(100 men 
to a regiment on a war strength foot¬ 
ing in the United States army, one 
can realize that the tame number of 
utahties at occurred in Fcnsylvania's 
mines and factories during the first 
five months of this year would anni¬ 
hilate more than leastf a regiment/' 
Mid Commissioner Jackson. 

"The worker* injured outnumber 
the entire regular army of the United 
Stares. If every man of the regular 
army, along the Mexican border, had 
received a wound 111 bailie the aggre¬ 
gate nnmbeT of wounded would n*»t 
equal the router of those wounded in 
1 the iiiill> of Pennsylvania during the 
lira! 1*4 days of thi* >ear. An aver¬ 
age of tot workers were killed every 
month during rhe first five months of 1 
the y«*ar and an average of *>,448 
were injured each month. This ter¬ 
rible loss can be greatly reduced by 
both employer and employes.' 

One hundred and forty-nine work¬ 
ers were killed 111 January, 227 in 
February and 2%\ in March, accord¬ 
ing to a classiftHTfon of fatal acci¬ 
dents made in the Labor Department. 

I In- remainder of the fatalities, occur¬ 
ring in April and May, are not being 
classified

Section 2. The Mayor shall, as 
soon as pfacticabTfc after the passage 
and approval of this Ordinance, issue 
his proclamation calling a special 
election for the City of St. Cloud to 
be held not less than thirty days from 
the date of said proclamation, for the 
purpoBd of submitting to the electors 
of said town the approval or rejec¬ 
tion of the issuance of the bond* 
provided for in Section 1 of this 
Ordinance. 

Section 3. The Mayor shall in his 
proclamation calling the election 
herein provided, name three elector# 
of the town of St. Cloud who shall 
act as Inspectors of said election. 
Should any of the Inspectors so ap-* 
pointed fail or refuse to qualify the 
Mayor shall be authorized at an> 
time prior to the opening of the polls 
to rime additional Inspector*.

At the election for the 
approval or rejection of the bonds 
hereinbefore provided for there shall 
he elected three bond trustees whose 
duty shall he to negotiate all bond* 
issued under this act, to keep safely 
the moneys arising from the sale 
thereof, and to pay them out on city 
warrants issued for the purposes 
aforesaid, and designate the fund on 
which they are drawn. The candi¬ 
date for bond trustee receiving the 
highest number of votes cast shall 
serve until his successor is chosen 
, and qualified at the regular city elec¬ 
tion in 1910, and thereafter his suc¬ 
cessor shall serve for a term of three 
years. The candidate for bond 
trustee receiving the second highest 
number of vote* cant shall serve until 
hi* successor is chosen and qualified 
at the regular city election in fqiA, 
and thereafter his successor shall 
serve for a term of three years.
